ROAD BOARD 
MEASURE IS 
APPROVED 


Signing of Bill Extending 
Powers of Commission 
Announced by Secretary 


SACRAMENTO, May 26.— An- 
nouncement was made today by 
W. F. Mixon, secretary of the State 
Highway Commission, that Gov. 
Richardson had signed Assembly 
bill No, 689, which codifies the 
law — to the administra- 
tive @uties of the commission and 
extends the powers of the com- 
— in road maintenance at- 
airs. 

“The most important provision 
of the bil,” sald a statement dy 
Mixon, “is one which directs the 
highway commission to maintain 
all travereable roads, which have 
come into the State tem. There 
are over 1000 miles of these roads, 
which, in the past, have not had 
maintenance care. 

“This provision in the new law 
ineures reasonable care, mainte- 
nance and improvement of this 
mileage of highways, much of 
which i# in the more or less re- 
mote sections of the State. The 
trained maintenance force of the 


commission may sow give some 
—— re of relief to these commu- 
nities. 


“The bill aleo provides that the 
highway commission shall take 
over one street in towns of not 
over 2500 population as a part of 
the highway system where such 
street is a conne@ing link of the 
system.”

“Dr.” Mitchell told his patients 


that he was a physician at the |

He had met a Dr.“ Edward F. 
Martin at a dance in Angeles. 
In the light of his, itchell's, 
three years’ e rience as an 
Army nurse in France, he talked 
to Dr.“ Martin, who was a ven- 
erable old man, with white hair 
and whiskers,” regarding practic- 
ing msdicine. 

Dr.“ Martin asked me to come 
and see him at the County Hospi- 
tal and I went there. I met him in 
the hallway of the general admin- 
istration building,” Mitchell said. 

“He told me that he, Martin, 
was a licensed physician and that 
he had a number of young men 
who were not licensed working for 
him. He sald I could work for 
him, too, under the protection of 
his license. So he gned me the 
territory from Slauson avenue 
south to Long Beach and I started 
to work. 

“As fast as I got a patiert, I 
consulted Dr. Martin. He told me 
what to do and I did it. 1 col- 
lected the money and then I paid 
most of it over to him.

TERMS IN ATTACK | 


Judge Daseys in 


Telling Sentence 


Fifty-one Years in Cell May 
ot be Final Decision 
Appeal Filed in Attempt to 
Escape Penitentiary 


Branding them as “worse than 
Murderers in many respects.” 
Judge Craig of Superior Court yes- 
terday sentenced James M. and 
John M. Dasey, 24-year-old twins, 
to serve from one to fifty years in 
the State penitentiary qn each of 
two counts on which the twins 
“ere convicted of attacking Miss 
Josephine Price, 19 years of age. 
an employee of a downtown con- 
fect ionery. 

«The sentences were imposed aft- 
or Judge Craig had denied a mo- 
tion for a new trial interposed by 
@eounsel for the twins. Theirs at- 
torneys immediately served oral 
notice of appeal from the court's 
tudgment. 

In addition to imposing sentences 
eon both counts, the court ordered 
the terms to run consecutively, thus 
making the potential prison term 
for each a minimum of fifty-one 
Years in case their appeal is de- 
nied. 

“I intend to give vou the great- 
est penalty provided by law.” said 
Judge Craig, addressing the twins, 
“and I only wish that the statutes 
Dp: ovided a heavier sentence. Not 
only did you do the young woman 
m this case an irreparable injury. 
but by your cowardly attempt to 
shield yourselves you tried to wreck 
her good name. 

Miss Price testified at the trial 
ef the twins that they dragged her 
into a coupe the night of January 

5, last. while she was on her way 
home from work, drove to a lonely 
spot near Silver Lake, and there 
forcibly attacked her, turning a 
eat ear to her plea to the men to 
spare her and take her home. 

The twins, who took the stand in 
their own defense, testified they 
used no force against Miss Price. 
but in spite of this defense the jury 
of ten Women and two men re- 
turned a verdict of guilty after 
thirty minutes’ deliberation. 

Dep. Dist.-Atty. Howell Richard. 
son, who with Dep. Dist.-Atty. Me- 
Kay, prosecuted the case, said yes- 
terday he had received information 
from Minneapolis that the twins 
had deen in trouble there severa! 
years ago, finally being released on 
special parole that they might en- 
list In the Navy. According to 
Richardson. they deserted the Navy 
two monthe after joining.’
